Hisexperiments 
so far, in asmall way, induce him to believe 
that a fair lot of melons contain an average 
of seven per cent. of sacharine matter, or pure 
sugar. He estimates that on one acre of good 
land, suited to their growth, 34,500 pounds of 
melons would grow, and these would produce, 
at 7 per cent. of sacharine matter, 2.415 
pounds of sugar—and worth at ten cents 
$241.50. Pretty good income from one acre 
of land, but of course the expense of manu- 
facturing will be very considerable. ‘The 
game is worth the candle,” and we hope Mr.

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A VisIT TO A SUCCESSFUL. BEE 
GROWER. 


A Comb as Thin as Paper and as White—Honey Al- 
most as White as the Comb-A Pure Italian 
Queen-Thirty-Two Improved Georgia 
Movable Comb Hives, Etc., Eto. 


From the Hartwell, Ga.,Sun, 

I had for some time been promising myself 
the pleasure of atrip out in the country to 
Milltown, among my old friendg,; the San 
ders, Vickerys, Murrays Carters, eftc., partly 
to luxuriate in one of Hart county’s neigh- 
borhvods renowned for itg hospitality, liber- 
ality, enterprise and intelligence, but more 
especialiy to see the apiary of ’Squire Ander- 
son Sanders and learn of him his mode of 
culture whereby he bas been so remarkabiy 
successful with bees. A few dayssince Mr. 
S. was in town with’ lot of honey, and it 

yas so much out of the order of the common 
run of country raised honey and put up so 
nicely it led me to decide to make my Visit at 
once. The comb was as thin as paper and as 
white. The honey itself was almost as 
white as the comb, and in the entire lot you 
cannot find a single young bee or a partic'e of 
bee bread, but all was pure and so sweet it 
almost candied. The honey was in frames or 
sections about 4x6 inches, twu inches deep, 
and was brought to town just as taken from 
the hives, each section containing about 
14 pounds of boney. 

I left Hartwell Friday last, and after spend- 
ing the night and part of Saturday with hos- 
pitable friends along the way, and enjoying 
an hour or suin_ the art piscatorial, I arrived 
at. the hospitable home of our friend ‘Squire 
Sanders, where I was made warmly welcome 
by himself and his most estimable wife and 
daughters, making me feel at home right 
away. I have visited many lovely homes in 
this county, but none more charming than 
this where every member seems to vie with 
ach other jn seeing which can do the most to 
render the visitor comfortable and happy. 
The next morning after a pleasant breakfast 
the squire took me out to see his apiary. Mr. 
S. is a practical, successful farmer. His 
whole place, from the time you cross thé 
creek and sweep up the broad road, lined on 
both sideS with large, majestic trees whose 
overlapping branches twining overhead make 
a rural shaded avenue which is very pleasant, 
and come in sight of the farm house with its 
barns, cribs, stables, and lowing herds, noisy 
fowls and contented swine, to the immense 
fields of corn and cotton under a high state of 
cultivation, to the immense stacks of wheat 
and oats awaiting the thresher, all are an evi- 
dence of thrift, prosperity, enterprise and in- 
telligence. 

The apiary is in rear of or in his back.yard, 
and is in the form ofa hollowsquare. He has 
now thirty-two improved Georgia movable 
comb hives, and is constantly increasing his 
stock. The hives he uses have two stories. 
In both stories there are frames full of honey. 
In the lower story the frames are large, about 
10x19 and 1% inches thick, I suppose. ‘These 
he never touches but leaves them for the bees; 
but in the top story there are eighteen small 
frames or sections which he takes out when 
full. By taking the cap oft the hive you can 
look through the glass windows on either side 
and see the bees at work, and I[ assure you it 
is asight worth seeing. The most of his bees 
are pure Italian, which Mr. 8. thinks the 
most productive and altogether best for 
this country. Each hive is presided over 
by aqueen. He has hought several queens 
from apiaries north which have proved very 
productive. One pure Italian queen that he 
fought last July has already produced five 
large swarms. The queen bee is very large 
and ajltogether unlike the common bee, and 
to see it at work—to a person who has never 
seen it—is a perfect curiosity. Mr. 8S. was 
kind enough to take one out of the lower 
frames and show me the queen. It*is cer- 
tainly_on the go, busy all the time. It will 
hunt around to find an empty cell when it 
turns around and shoots an egg into it, then 
proceeds to find another when the same cere- 
mony is gone through with, and so it goes on 
day after day. Mr. 5, hasevery convenience 
for the propagation and culture of bees. 
When he wishes. to take honey, instead of 
following the old way of smoking them out 
with burnt rags, he takes bis patent smoker, 
puts a coal of fire in it, and by working the 
small bellows ettached soon has as much 
smoke as he wants. 

Every one knows that it takes bees a con- 
siderable length of time to start and make 
comb; Mr. 8. has a machine for making comb 
out of beeswax, which is a great help to bees. 
He cuts his com into narrow slips and at- 
taches a slip to each section as he places them 
in the hive. The bees pull out and build to 
it until the section is filled. Mr. 8. starteda 
short time since with only two or three gums 
and has made this marvelous gain during odd 
moments when not busy on his farm... And 
now he has a source of income which ina 
year or two will give hima handsome support 
for his family without striking a lick of work. 
I asked him how much honey he would get 
from a hive a year. Heanswered: “I donot 
know; but i have just taken 3l. pounds 
out f that hive, and if the _ bees 
make in the same proportion this fall 
{ will get 100 pounds altogether out of 
it,and get 15 cents for every pound of ft, 
which will be $15 per hive, and there being 32 
hives wil: give mé thie suin of $480.” A snug 
stim to add to one’s income as the product of 
leisure moments. He has a plant called the 
‘‘spider,’’ which morning and night has a drop 
of pure honey in each bloom, but mostly in 
the past he has let them look out for them- 
He bas now planted a patch of Alsike 
clover, which is highly recommended, es- 
pecially forthem. Sunday afternoon we re- 
luctantly left this hospitable home to return 
to the busy, dusty streets of town, wishing 
fate had cast our lot in such pleasant lines as 
a life spent with such ahome. We hereby 
specially thank Mr. 8.-for has many kind- 
nesses, 

The above handsome showing is simply a 
plain statement of solid facts, and there is 
not a farmer in the county but that could in- 
crease his income a hundred or two dollars by 
keeping six or a dozen hives of bees, to be 
attended to at leisure moments, besides th 
luxury of pure money on histable. Beggin 
their consideration, I leave it with them. :
